EVERYONE AGREES: 
BRING BACK THE 
NFL’S REGULAR REFS

Sputtering frustration over replacement of- 
ficials in the NFL burst into fiill-on revolt af- 
ter a controversial end-zone call that decided 
the fate— wrongl}^ it turns out— of Monday 
night’s game between the Green Bay Packers 
and the Seattle Seahawks. 

“Fine me and use the money to pay the 
regular refs,” Packers guard TJ. Lang tweeted 
after the game, one in a series of profanity- 
laced tweets accusing the referees of taking 
the game from his team. 

He wasn’t alone. Discussion of the call vir- 
tually took over Twitter and sparked rising 


calls for the NFL to quickly settle its labor 
dispute with officials. 

Even the Fan-in- Chief weighed in. “NFL 
fans on both sides of the aisle hope the refs’ 
lockout is settled soon,” President Obama 
said on his campaign’s Twitter account. 

The NFL agreed Tuesday with angry fans, 
saying Green Bay should have won the game. 
But the league said a blown penalty call that 
should have invalidated Seattle’s victory 
wasn’t reviewable. 

“The result of the game is final,” the league 
announced. 

The Seahawks won 14-12 after replacement 
officials, standing in for locked-out NFL regu- 
lars, gave possession of a disputed ball to Se- 
attle receiver Golden Tate. In what’s already 
become a well-traveled and widely mocked 
image, two officials in the end zone gave com- 


peting signals: one indicating a touchdown, 
the other an interception. 

The decision withstood video review of 
footage that appeared to show that Tate had 
just one arm on the ball while Packers de- 
fensive back M.D. Jennings had both hands 
wrapped around it. The ball was pulled tight 
to Jennings’ chest. 

Controversy over the replacement offi- 
cials has been simmering since the preseason. 
A series of missed or muffed calls has riled 
coaches, players and fans, many of whom have 
called for a resolution of the labor dispute for 
weeks. 

Sticking points include salary issues and 
changes to the retirement program for of- 
ficials. The league declined to say whether it 
would go back to the negotiating table with 
referees in response to the criticism.

And yet decades of basic laboratory sci- 
Liice has revealed that addiction is a bona fide 
ETiedical problem involving profound brain al- 
terations. Alcohol, opiates, cocaine and other 
substances increase levels of the chemical 
dopamine in the reward pathway of the brain. 
With repeated use, baseline dopamine levels 
^■ane to compensate and a drug becomes less 
pleasurable, requiring ever-larger doses. 

Even when people are weaned from a drug, 
tlieir brains don’t return to normal. They re- 
main vulnerable to its draw, suffering mood 
i-Tivings and profound urges to use again. 

Such discoveries are filHng science jour- 
rials at a prodigious rate, adding weight to 
che position taken by National Institute on 
]>rug Abuse chief Dr. Nora \blkow— that ad- 
diction is a chronic disorder that will require 
multiple rotmds of therapy to reduce the risk 
nf relapse and to lengthen drug-free intervals. 

Several drugs to treat addictions have been 
npproved in recent years, adding to the mod- 
ust collection already in limited use, such as 
methadone for heroin addiction, Antabuse 
fur alcoholism and a handful of others. 

To \blkow’s mind, the new medications 
iiEC important for two reasons. First, recov-

Control and Prevention. The CDC also says 
that in 2009, 475,000 people were admitted 
to the emergency room after abusing pre- 
scription painkillers, a number that doubled 
in four years. 

The implications for addicts like the man 
RedEye spoke with are disastrous. He said 
he found himself, after years of consistent 
“maintenance”-level doses, enslaved to the 
drug. Thoughts of when he’d take his next 
pill, or whether he’d have enough that day, 
consumed him. 

Feeling increasingly uncomfortable getting 
his prescription from one doctor, he picked up 
an additional two doctors (who didn’t know 
about the other prescriptions) and occasion- 
ally supplemented with black-market pills. He 
became more isolated, stopped hanging out 
with friends and his relationships suffered. 

“The guilt and the shame for taking those 
drugs and abusing them and going through the 
work to get them, then going through the work 
of hiding them, then going through the work 
of you’re coming down and getting another 
one and you’re up again— it’s just an unbeliev- 
able amount of internal stress,” he said. The

Obama talks tough 
in address to U.N. 


D UNITED NATIONS Embroiled in a tight campaign for 
re-election, President Obama warned Iran and Syria 
that their leaders are on the losing end of a sweeping tide of 
democracy in the region. 

“In Syria, the future must not belong to a dictator who 
massacres his people,” Obama told the United Nations 
General Assembly on Tuesday The US. leader also blamed 
Iran for “propping up a dictatorship in Damascus,” restrict- 
ing freedoms at home and supporting terrorist groups 
abroad. 

Throughout his speech, Obama emphasized that un- 
rest in the region— namely, the 1 8 -month-old Syrian civil 
war and recent protests against an obscure anti-Islam film 
clip— is taking place in the middle of an unfinished regional 
revolution that brought an end to oppressive regimes in 
Egypt, Libya and Tunisia. 

“The turmoil of recent weeks reminds us that the path 
to democracy does not end with the casting of a ballot,” he 
said. 

Obama began his address with a remembrance of Chris 
Stevens, the US. ambassador to Libya who was killed along 
with three other Americans when militants overran the US. 
consulate in eastern Libya earlier this month. 

“The attacks on our civilians in Benghazi were attacks 
on America,” he said. “We are grateful for the assistance we 
received from the Libyan government and from the Libyan 
people. There should be no doubt that we will be relentless 
in tracking down the killers and bringing them to justice.”

CLOSER-MINDED 

GOOD LUCK PLAYING HEAD GAMES WITH RELIEVER ADDISON REED

In most lines of work, having a short 
memory is a liability 

That is, unless, you’re a closer for a Ma- 
jor League Baseball team, in which case 
White Sox closer Addison Reed says be- 
ing able to forget blowing a late-inning 
lead is nearly as important to his job as 
being able to twirl a breaking ball. 

“No matter if it’s good or bad the day 
before, it’s over with and all I can do is 
what’s in front of me that day,” Reed said. 

He hasn’t had to put many bad memo- 
ries out of his head this season. 

The fresh-faced, 23-year-old righty 
took over as the Sox closer in May and 
hasn’t given the ball back since. Now he’s 
a big reason why the Sox find themselves 
in first in the American League Central, 
converting 28 of his 32 save chances enter- 
ing Tuesday All this despite the fact that 
he started last year in Single-A. 

Some people are born to be accoun- 
tants. Sox manager Robin Ventura said 
Reed was born to do exactly what he’s 
doing. 

“He’s built for the job of closer,” Ven- 
tura said. “He’s a tough-minded kid, has 
a lot of confidence. That’s the one thing 
you notice in spring training is that was 
his mindset all along.” 

The stakes are a whole lot higher now 
than they’ve been at any point in his brief 
career. 

Reed enjoyed a cup of coffee with the 



Sox late last season, appearing in 7 1/3 in- 
nings over six games in middle relief with 
the team out of the pennant race in Sep- 
tember 2011. 

Despite the fact that his role on the 
team has become significantly more im- 
portant and these games matter signifi- 
cantly more than those did, Reed said his 


mindset hasn’t changed. 

“There really is no difference,” he said. 
“I think that’s when you start to struggle 
is when you start putting pressure on 
yourself and you start worrying about 
things you can’t control. If we were in a 
pennant race or not in a pennant race, 
we’re gonna play to win, so it doesn’t 
change too much.” 

While he’s made it look easy for the 
most part, Reed bristles at the notion 
that his sweet success this season has 
been a piece of cake. 

“I wouldn’t say it’s been easy,” he said. 
“I was hoping I would get the opportuni- 
ty to close at some point this year. It hap- 
pened early on and I’m happy to have it, 
and hopefully I can continue to do it and 
be a closer the rest of my career.” 

One thing that’s definitely different 
this year— his ability to go out on the 
town unnoticed. 

Reed, whose favorite haunts include 
Gibson’s and Smith and Wollensky said 
it’s a lot harder for him to go out with- 
out being recognized. It’s something he 
says just comes with the territory of be- 
ing a high-profile player on a high-profile 
team. 

“I’m playing more so I think anytime 
you play more, people are going to start 
recognizing you,” he said. “Last year I 
could just walk around kind of unnoticed. 
It’s changed a little bit this year, but noth- 
ing too big.”

KEEPING YOU PLUGGED IN TO TODAY’S MOST BUZZWORTHY MUSIC

REDEYE SOUNDBOARD 
Let’s make one thing 
clear: Gwen Stefani still 
has it. Gwen Stefani will 
always have it. But in the 
II (!) years since “Rock 
Steady” was released, 

No Doubt may have 
decided to lean too much 
on what’s going to make 
them commercially suc- 
cessful and less on what’s 
innovative and edgy 
It’s tough to talk about any No Doubt release 
without evoking their roots. The band’s 1995 
breakout, “Tragic Kingdom,” was a watershed 
album. I was the furthest thing from cool as a 
fifth-grader, but screaming along to “Just a Girl,” 
“Spiderwebs” and “Don’t Speak” was one of my 
first glimpses of an outside world where it was OK 
to be yourself Five years later I wasn’t as drawn 
to the group’s follow-up, “Return of Saturn,” but I 
revisited it and holy cow “Simple Kind of Life” is 
absolutely shattering. If you haven’t listened to it 


since you were 15, you haven’t really heard it. 

“Push and Shove” can’t approach that kind of 
emotional response. Instead, it’s mostly bouncy, 
ska-tinged fun. The title track especially sounds 
like the band I know and love. It’s a top-down, 
summer cruising adventure. 

On the flip side, “One More Summer” looks to 
be the album’s lower-key song of longing; there’s 
just a little too much energy in the beachy back- 
ing guitars. “Undone” serves the same purpose 
more effectively as Gwen laments, “This time I 
need you, nothin’s feeling right. Oh I’m in trou- 
ble, help me, no one needs you more than me.” 

Knowing that she’s happily married with two 
kids and a booming personal brand, it’s tougher 
to identify with 2012 Gwen’s struggles. There’s 
something just a little too slick and produced 
about her emotions these days. 

Maybe that’s the biggest catch-22 of No 
Doubt’s success: More fans enjoy their work, but 
there’s even greater pressure to produce widely 
appealing content. That great “Tragic Kingdom” 
connection isn’t lost, but the layer of commercial- 
ization that sits on top is tough to ignore.

BYO drunken disaster 
stories to The Blackout 
Diaries’ new podcast

FOR REDEYE 

The first time comedian Sean Flannery per- 
formed his solo show, “Never Been to Paris”— 
about the times he nearly accidentally killed 
himself, often due to drinking— he miscalcu- 
lated the show’s length and was left with 20 
onstage minutes to fill— so he answered audi- 
ence questions about his stories. 

The segment was such a hit that in 2011, 
Flannery used that dynamic to create “The 
Blackout Diaries,” a monthly booze-themed 
showcase where guest comics— and a curated 
lineup of regular Joes and Janes — throw their 
dignity out the window by sharing tales of 
drunken mishaps and then fielding audience 
questions. 

To celebrate the show’s success, Flannery 
tapes this month’s live program— featuring 
a roster of liquored-up luminaries from the 
Chicago bar and booze scene— as a podcast

launch and offers opportunities for audience 
members to share their own stories on up- 
coming podcasts. We caught up with him to 
find out more. 

Why add non-comedians to the iineups? 

The stories people told me after shows were 
amazing, often funnier than what you hear 
comics say— because, let’s face it, as creative- 
ly as a comic tells stories, he or she doesn’t 
party like an ironworker. 

What’s the best audience question you’ve 
encountered? 

One performer was telling stories about bad 
exits and mentioned that he was thrown out 
of the circus. Someone asked how It was 
revealed that the circus’ strong man carried 
him out of the tent against his will, which I 


think is probably the greatest exit any drunk 
can ask for. 

You’re encouraging regular folks to con- 
tact you with funny drinking stories for the 
podcast? 

%u could think of me as the Ira Glass for 
alcoholics. We’ll be incorporating the stories 
in one of three ways: One, perform at the 
monthly live comedy show alongside the 
stand-ups— this could be considered the “full 
frontal nudity” option; two, come to our re- 
cording studio and tell the story to me in a re- 
cording room— this could be called the “basic 


cable nudity” option; three, write or transcribe 
it to me and we’U narrate it on the podcast— 
the “body double” option. This is usually the 
preferred choice of older drinkers— people 
above 6 o —because they don’t like the idea of 
their voice on the Internet since they mostly 
associate it with identity theft. 

So far, most people are electing for the “full 
frontal nudity” option, which surprises many 
but people with great stories really do enjoy 
sharing them and anyone who sees the live 
show witnesses how encouraging the crowd is. 

This is the part of the show I’m most 
proud of— that it is hard-drinking, but kind.

Beef on the loose

The origins: Find a group of Hawkeyes and 
ask them if the/ve ever eaten at a Maid-Rite. 
Tbu’ll hear a resounding cheer. This fast-food 
chain has been an Iowa staple since 1926, 
with a few other locations dotted around the 
Midwest, including one in Springfield that’s 
on the National Register of Historic Places 
and claims one of the country’s first drive- 
throughs. This recently opened Lincoln Park 
location is the first in Chicago. 

The signature sammie: Burger King has the 
Whopper, Culver’s has butter burgers and 
Maid-Rite has the loose meat sandwich. I 
have to be honest, the name alone turned me 
off Loose meat sounds pretty unappetizing, 
but I’m aU about regional American sandwich- 
es — shout out to New Jersey’s Taylor pork 
roll— so I kept an open mind. Unfortunately 
I stiU failed to see what the fuss was about. 
“Loose” refers to the ground beef, which is 
barely contained by two squishy almost sweet 
white (or wheat, if you prefer) steamed buns. 
The loose meat sandwich ($4.49) contains 
pickles, onion, ketchup and mustard, though 
I had a hard time finding any of that under the 
mountain of beef crumbles. I ordered mine 
with a slice of cheese (American, Swiss or 
mozzarella), but I’m told that purists eschew 
this option. The meat itself isn’t dry nor is it 
greasy but with just a dash of salt and pepper 
to season it, I didn’t find it remarkable. If you 
crumbled up a McDonald’s patty this is what 
it might taste like. 

The fries and shakes: A respectable retro 
sandwich shop is expected to have great fries 
and shakes, and Maid-Rite doesn’t disappoint. 
The fries ($2.49) are the standard, thin-cut

type, but they’re fresh and have the crisp 
exterior/soft interior ratio down pat. Shakes 
($4.99) are thick, whipped cream- and cherry- 
topped and served with the mixing cup and a 
spoon to ensure I could scoop up every drop. 
Even with chocolate and triple-berry options, 
the signature vaniUa flavor hit the spot for me. 
Everything else: A breaded pork tenderloin 
sandwich ($5.99) is a close second behind 
loose meat in the popularity contest, and 
there are plenty of other choices like a 
smoked turkey wrap, or even salads for 
lighter appetites. The owner told me that the 
racks of ribs ($13.99 ^ rack, $22.99 

for a full) are knockouts, but I ate my dose 
of slow cooking courtesy of a side of baked 
beans ($2.49) which were hearty and defi- 
nitely smoky Maybe for nostalgia’s sake, both 
sandwiches came with a small side of ambro- 
sia salad, the ’6 os-era cream-fruit-marshmal- 
low concoction that, in my opinion, belongs 
nowhere near a beef sandwich. 

Bottom line: I’m sure Maid-Rite has a special, 
nostalgic place in a lot of hearts, but that 
Americana doesn’t really come through in the 
brand-new storefront. The sandwiches could 
be a change of pace for late-night barhoppers, 
but I’m not convinced they’re worth traveling 
for. Those fries and shakes, on the other hand, 
will be on my mind for a while.
